15,000 Jews were reported today t 
have been rounded up and headed 
toward the Polish border for de 
portation or given definite notice 
to get out of Germany across othe: 
borders. 


Reports of threatened retaliation 


by the Polish government—in th 
way of wholesale deportation o 
Germans living in Poland—coin 
cided with the opening of a ne\v 
drive to hasten the exodus of al 
Jews from Germany. It was th 
first campaign of its kind since las 
fall. 


Reliable advices reaching Berlin 


said all Jews in East Prussia—no' 
merely Polish Jews—were orderec 
to leave before June 20. 


German Jews once held in con- 


centration camps were said to have 
been- called in by police through- 
out Germany and told bluntly that 
unless they left Germany soon they 
would be returned to the camps.

19-Year-Old Governess Held 


In Kidnaping of 5-Year-Old 


Boy; May Face Life Sentence 


San Francisco—H>—A pretty 19- 


year-old governess formally was 
charged with kidnaping today after 
police moved swiftly but quietly 
to solve what they said was San 
Francisco's first kidnaping for ran- 
son in 45 years. 


While the press maintained a self- 


imposed silence, San Francisco po- 
lice feverishly traced down clues 
to the whereabouts of the governess 
who disappeared Wednesday after- 
noon with 5-year-old Krehe Osborn 
after assertedly leaving a note de- 
manding $1,600 from the child's 
mother. Mrs. Mabel Osborn, for his 
safe return. 


Twenty-seven 
hours after the 
girl and the child had vanished, po- 
lice arrested her in a San Jose ho- 
tel. 50 miles south of here. They 
said the boy was with her and un- 
harmed. 


The governess told' police-today 


her name was Miss'Margaret JPoily 
Weil and that she wanted the ran- 
som money "to pay-the mortgage on 
my mother's farm at Nassau, N. Y."

She had given her name at first as 
Graham Gaylord, then as Ruhama 
Graham Thames and finally as 
Miss Weil.

If Measure Is Adopted

the public school teachers' pension 
fund are contained in a bill which 
was being drawn in the capitol to- 
day. 


To be sponsored by Assemblyman 


Mark Catlin of Applcton, a leading 
Republican legislator, the measure 
was understood to have the admin- 
istration's backing as an economy 
measure, although Catlin would not 
say whether it will be an adminis- 
tration bill 


Most important change contem- 


plated is a provision that a teacher 
must be a "professional teacher" be- 
fore he can take advantage of the 
state credits which match the teach- 
ers' contributions to the retirement 
fund. 


The bill would provide that a 


teacher must teach for 20 consecu- 
tive years before he can collect the 
state credits to his account At pres- 
ent the teacher-member of the fund 
owns the state contributions to his 
account within a year after he is 
25 years of age. 


Another section of the proposed 


new enactment would abolish the 
annual $25 bonus which the state 
treasury pays to each account in ad- 
dition to its contributions matching 
the teachers' payments. 


That abolition would save $435,000 


a year for the state, Catlin said. 


Another Saving 


A third new provision would ex- 


tend the amortization period of the 
original payments to the' fund—it 
was started with $7,000.000 in 1922— 
from 41 to 71 years. The state now 
pays $380,000 a year. This would be 
cut to $150,000 a year. 


It was said that the first two 


changes would place the teachers' 
fund on the same basis as other pen- 
sion systems, and particularly other 
public employe retirement systems.

WISCONSIN TO INCREASE MANY 


TAXES 


If you first concede that Wisconsin 


must raise many millions more revenue 
you must next accept the proposition that 
the Heil proposal as recently modified 
makes a great effort to equalize the bur- 
den. 


We think Mr. Heil should be com- 


mended further by the example he set the 
nation in declining to ride roughshod over 
the legislature or to force a "must" pro- 
gram by substituting instead a conference 
of the Republican members of the legis- 
lature. 


This is diametrically opposed to the 


Roosevelt tradition. Mr. Roosevelt selects 
the members of his conferences. 
The 


people choose the members of Mr. Heil's 
conference. Mr. Roosevelt's conferences 
are packed with those whose opinions are 
known in advance or who can be de- 
pended upon to obey orders like bowing 
automatons. Whatever may be said about 
the personnel at Mr. Heil's conference 
they were at least duly chosen -as pro- 
vided by law.

Nevertheless it is evident that these 


increasing taxes must decrease business.

The people may safely put to one

Parents Should Take Hand 


In Guiding Play Activities 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"What am I, the mother of a four-year-old girl to do, when I discover 


that her playmates indulge in sex plays and their mothers say it is not 
important? These are the only children in the neighborhood and unless 
my daughter plays with them she must stay by herself and be laughed at. 
I know that these are ignorant people who do not understand the harm 
such play will do then: children. What am I to do?" 


You know, try as I may, I cannot imagine a group of neighbors who 


are totally wrong, totally ignorant of what is good and what is not good 
lor their children. Even if they did not know, and did make a serious 
mistake, my experience tells me that just as soon as a mother, is told that 
she is making a mistake, or that her children are headed the wrong way, 
she is not only -willing to listen, she is anxious to hear what one can say 
that might help. 


I know that little children get into groups and that they often do things, 


In sheer ignorance, that are not as good for them as healthy, happy play 
Is, but this is because they do not understand and because their mothers 
do not really know what is going on. Mothers who have small children 
for whom they must be all things in one, have mighty little time to su- 
pervise their play. My idea would 
be that thep mother who was not so 
busy, and was informed about chil- 
dren's play, and on -what these chil- 
dren were doing in their playtime, 
might well give some of her spare 
time to .overseeing some of the play 
activities. And I am sure that if she 
•went about it in human fashion, 
with none of the holier-than-thou 
attitude, she would win the cooper- 
ation and the thanks of all the 
mothers concerned. Help where you 
can and you help yourself most 


There are times when the choice 


between good associations for one's 
children and bad ones, has to be 
made. To my eye there is no choice. 
One prefers to stay &!one than to 
be in bad company. What if the 
child does play alone for a time? 
That won't hurt him. Supply him 
•with ideas and a few simple bits of 
playthings and let him find his 
own way. Before long there will 
appear reinforcements from the 
right side. 


The point of the thing is that 


goodness, human decency, is never 
in the minority. Never alone. It may 
seem so, but a little time, a little 
thought, proves differently. The hu- 
man, race is fundamentally good. 
They turn instinctively to good- 
ness. If this were not so civilization 


could not exist. Take heart and 
hope and know that the righteous 
man is never forsaken. 


And' be suspicious of yourself 


whenever you catch your mind 
dwelling upon your own goodness 
and everybody else's wronghead- 
ness. Think a little. Are you pulling 
the robes of purity about your- 
self and scorning the rest of soil- 
marked humanity? That is a dan- 
gerous thing to do. All of us have 
the same mark upon us, for we are 
alike earthy, having come from the 
earth, and are destined to return to 
it very soon. 


The best way in the world to get 


along with the neighbors is to like 
them and their children. That won't 
be hard once'you get the idea. Lik- 
ing people sort of warms your 
heart, warms your smile, mellows 
the tone of your voice and wipes 
out any trace of the Pharisee that 
might linger in one's souL

A very important point is involv- 


ed in thc above hand and question 
concerning the bid_ding. Obviously, 
South was so worried over the /act 
that he liar shaded his opening bid 
that he took it upon himself to drop 
partner's fojcing take-out short of 
game. If this were an isolated case 
it would not be worth reporting, 
but unfortunately the same situa- 
tion has been brought to my atten- 
tion time and again. 


I cannot be too emphatic in stat- 


ing that South's failure to respond 
to the four diamond bid was one of 
the worst of all bridge crimes. The 
fact that the opening bid was shad- 
ed has absolutely no bearing on the 
matter. The jump take-out, in this 
case the four diamond bid, is an ab- 
solute command and the 
partner 


who disobeys is a traitor to the 
cause. Strong words, perhaps, but I 
feel strongly on this subject. So, I 
imagine, did North when he found 
that seven spades was an absolute 
laydown on the combined hands 
and that he did not even make a 
game out of the largess bestowed 
by fate on his partnership. 


As a matter of fact, there was no 


reason for South to question his 
own opening bid. At worst, he was 
only a plus value short in so far 
as honor tricks were concerned, and 
his distribution was more than ade- 
quate compensation for this short- 
age. Suppose his hand actually had 
been spades A Q 9 5 4, hearts A 7, 
diamonds Q 3 2, clubs J 9 8. Now he 
would have the full value for an 
opening bid, but this hand is not as 
good as the one actually held! The 
extra spade was worth more than 
the difference between the spade 
queen and jack, and the distribution 
as a whole, 6-4-2-1, was infinitely 
better than the balanced distribu- 
tion, 5-3-3-2. In the actual hand 
South should have had a high re- 
gard for his singleton diamond 
queen in connection with North's 
four diamond bid. Certainly, it fig- 
ured to be more valuable than the 
club queen would have been. In any 
event, since South was forced to 
make another bid, he should have 
selected four spades as the only 
conceivablr rebid. The entire bid- 
ding sequence should have gone as 
follows:

The seven spade bid by North 


would involve a slight gamble inas- 
much as South might have a very 
good hand, but one that contained 
three small diamonds, in which 
case there might be a sure diamond 
loser, but all in all, from North's 
poInt of view, the grand slam would 
have an overwelming chance for 
success from the moment he located 
two aces in the South hand. 


TOMORROW'S HAND

Ntw York—Of all the crazy contradictions that confuse and excite the 


common American intelligence these days the most baffling is the fact 
thtt the Roosevelt administration, is distinctly friendly to individual 
communists and has the approval of the party but is unmistakably fascist 
not only around the edges but at the core. Communists and fellow-trav- 
eler* In the administration and out of It approve and 
work for measures and ideas which the fascists of the 
country would themselves promote if they were in 
power. And those fascists and their fellow-travelers 
rant and bounce in dreadful alarm because they can't 
see the sameness of communism and fsfcism or re- 
alize that this government is moving toward the com- 
mon goal of both. 


Just why this administration favors communists is 


not plain, but there is no doubt that communists are 
welcome as New Dealers, and there is an unmistak- 
able preference or sympathy for organizations which 
are either dominated by communists or seriously 
troubled by attempts to establish such domination. 


On the other hand, persons and organizations of 
Peglcr 


fascist leanings are excluded from official positions and the semiofficial 
• circle of a government which nevertheless is promoting their aims. The 
communists received no mandate in either of Mr. Roosevelt's elections, 
and there was nothing in the vote of the people which could be con- 
strued as an invitation to them to move in. And if the administration 
should be turned out next year its 
successor would have an equal 
right—which is to say no right at 
all, unless it had faced the issue in 
the campaign—to show an equal 
preference for fascists.

personal following for a leader

Diseased Plants 


Prompt Action Necessary 


For Proper Control, 


County Agent Says 


During the growing season many 


Outagamic county farmers may find 
in their 
fields, gardens and or- 


chards, plants which arc affected 
with some disease, and they are 
urged to bring them to the county 
agent's office for examination. Keen 
observation and prompt action of- 
ten results in locating and checking 
new or dangerous diseases. 


J. F. Magnus, county agent, in co- 


operation with the college of agri- 
culture, maintains this service free 
for Outagamie county farmers. This 
service also helps state officials 
keep 
informed on plant disease 


situations throughout the state. 


For those who have plant disease 


specimens, R. E. Vaughah, extension 
plant pathologist, tells of helpful 
ways to keep them until they can 
be examined and for giving needed 
information about them.- 


"First of all," he says, "observe 


closely the disease and the condi- 
tions under which it exists on the 
plant. Then collect the whole dis- 
eased plant if possible. Next the 
trouble should be described as near- 
ly as possible, telling the shape, 
size, and color of the plant, the odor 
caused by the disease, if any, and 
the extent of the injury. Give, the 
variety, location, and source of the 
seed or plant, the treatment which 
may have been used for disease 
control, if any, and the cultural 
practices." 


Tender plants, Vaughan says, 


should be wrapped with moist pa- 
per about the roots if the soil is re- 
moved, then wrapped in' waxed pa- 
per and placed in a corrugated pa- 
per box and brought or sent in for 
examination at once. Large leaves 
or stems without roots should be 
pressed between piece.s of card- 
board to keep the leaf .shape before 
placing in paper and mailing. In the 
case of trees and shrubs, where it is 
impossible to send the whole plant, 
send leaves and twigs that show all 
stages of the disease. If this mate- 
rial is mailed in, a letter should also 
be sent, telling in detail about it.'

Crocodiles and alligators do not 


differ a great deal. In outward 
form, they look nearly the same 
except that the alligator hag a 
broader snout, and its jaws are 
not quite so long. 
Both animals

exactly, the same in the alligator 
as in the crocodile.

The so-called "cayman'' of South 


America is classed as an alligator. 
It is found chiefly in the Amazon 
valley, and is fairly common in 
some parts of the Guianas. 


Charles Waterton, an English 


traveler in British Guiana, once 
took it into his head to capture r. 
cayman alligator 'alive. He was at 
the time ccmping beside a river, 
with three Negroes and four In- 
dians as companions, " 


One of the Indians bailed a hook, 


and what a hook it was: The In- 
dian had made it with pieces of 
wood, and it had a crosspiece about 
a foot wide. Fastened to it was a 
long, strong rope, and the hook 
was held up by a stick "which was 
stuck in the river bottom. The hook 
dangled about a foot above th 
river's surface. 


In the late afternoon, along cam 


an alligator and snaped at th 
hook. He swallowed it. or at leas 
got it jn his mouth so far it wouL 
not come out. 


The Indians knew 
somethin. 


about the dangers of trying to ban 
die a live alligator, even if it d 
have a big hook in its mouth, anc 
they asked Waterton to shoot it 
He would not do so, since h 
wanted to take it back to England 
alive.' On the other hand, he wa. 
not sure how it would be best t 
finish the work of capture. 


The animal was only a few fee 


from the bank. Waterton gave th 
rope to the Indians and Negroes 
then made a jump and landed on 
the alligator's back. 
Quickly hi 


reached down and seized the fore 
limbs of the alligator, and drew 
them back. This gave t-im some- 
thing to hang to, and he needed i 
—he did not have what 
anyone 


could call a safe seat! 


The alligator 
lashed with it: 


tail, but the man was too far to 
the front to be reached. At this 
moment he called to the men on 
the shore to pull on the rope, but 
at first they did not hear him be- 
cause they were cheering so loudly 


• At last they pulled on the rope 
and the alligator was drawn up or 
the bank. Waterton had a ride 
about 40 feet. 


His companions soon tied a rope 


around the alligator's jaws, anc 
also on the tail. Then the animal 
was placed In a boat, and Water- 
ton took it away.
